: The estimates of population as presented in the Report are, as usual, 
founded upon the enumeration of males and females, as made at the two 
censuses of 1881 and 1891, the rate of increase of each sex being assumed 
to have continued constant since 1891. The population of Scotland accord- 
ingly, as estimated to the 30th June 1898, is 4,249,946, of which 2,053,648 
are of the male sex and 2,196,298 of the female.

tion: in the Mainland Rural Districts they are 25,075,—males 12,830, 
females 12,245, a rate of 2°74 per cent.; and in the Insular Rural 
Districts they number 2,703,—males 1393, ‘females 1310, together giving 
a birth-rate of 2°22 per cent. to the population of the same. 

In the same Tables reference is made to the illegitimate births, whidie 
this year are fewer than have as yet been recorded. In the Principal 
Town Districts they number 3644, equal to 6°45 per cent. of the total 
births in the same,—males 1847, females 1797; in the Large Town 
Districts they are 954, or 517 per cent. of all,—males 514, females 440; 
in the Small Town Districts they are 1870, or 6°65 per cent. of the whole— 
males 964, females 906; in the Mainland Rural Districts they number 
2258, or 9:00 per cent..—males 1182, females 1076; and in the Insular 
Rural Districts they are 144, or 5°33 per cent.,—males 68, females 76; or, 
in other words, 1 child in every 15 was born out of wedlock in the 
Principal Town Districts ; 1 in every 19 in the Large Town Districts; 
1 in every 15 in the Small Town Districts; 1 in every 11 in the Mainland 
Rural Districts; and 1 in every 18 in the Insular Rural Districts ; the rate 
for all Scotland being 1 in every 15.

MARRIAGES. 


$2,112 marriages were registered in Scotland during 1898, giving a 
marriage rate of 75°56 in every ten thousand of the population. The 
mean average rate for the last ten years (1888-1897) is 69 per ten 
thousand.

Districts it is 69°79; in the Mainland Rural Districts it 1s 54:23; and im 
the Insular Rural Districts it is 33°-60—ratios which, when compared with 
the corresponding of last year, show an increase in each district except m 
the Insular Rural District, where the reverse holds. In the’ counties also 
the rate varies greatly, the highest—89°05 per ten thousand of the 
inhabitants—occurring in Edinburgh, the lowest—30°73—in Sutherland. 
The rate in four counties exceeds that for Scotland, viz.:—in Aberdeen, 
where it is 78°66; in Renfrew, 80:18; in Lanark, 88°83; and in Edinburgh, 
89:05. The counties in which the marriage rate is lowest are—Ross and 
Cromarty, with one of 45-96; Orkney, 45°80; Bute, 45-47; Argyll, 41:26; 
Shetland, 40:46; and Sutherland, 30°73 per ten thousand. Table V. gives 
the corresponding rates in each of the Principal Towns, that in Glasgow 
being 98:0; in Edinburgh, 98°7; in Dundee, 78:1; in Aberdeen, 974; in 
Govan and Partick, 73:0; in Leith, 81°5; in Paisley, 92°3; in Greenock, 
86°5; in Coatbridge, 80:9 ; in Perth, 99:9; and in Kilmarnock, 92°8. = 

The fertility of each marriage is calculated in the usual manner—the 
legitimate births registered during the year under review being divided by 
the marriages of a former year—on this occasion 1892; so that Wyte 
gives 4:26 as the average fertility of each marriage, or 426 children were 
born to every 100 marriages. etfs ¢ 

Tables X., XI., and XII. afford some information regarding the number 
and proportion of marriages as performed in Scotland and in each of 
its five great Registration Districts under various religious denomina- 
tions. Thus, of the whole 32,112 marriages, the ceremony in 14,567 was 
performed by clergy of the Established Church, in 6033 by those of the 
Free Church, in 8486 by those of the United Presbyterian Church, m 
3091 by those of the Roman Catholic Church, in 949 by those of the 
Episcopal Church, in 2418 by those of other denominations, while 1568 
of the marriages were irregular, being performed without proclamation ot 
purpose and without reference to the intervention of religious ceremony. 
In other words, 45°36 per cent. of the total marriages are in accordance 
with the usages of the Established Church, 18°79 per cent. with those of

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Tables XIII. and XIV. afford some information as to the ages at which 
marriage was effected in Scotland, as of the total 32,112 ceremonies the 
age of each of the contracting parties was given in all except in the case of 
four of the husbands and of three of the wives. Of the male spouses, 1917, 
or 5:97 per cent., and of the female 5916, or 18°42 per cent., were under 21 
years of age at marriage, 26 of the former being under 18 years, while 6 of 
the latter were between 15 and 16 years, and 51 were between 16 and 17 
years. On the other hand, 31 of the husbands were over 70 years of age, 
none of the brides having attained a greater age than 70. Table XIV. 
gives the proportions of marriages at various ages in Scotland and in each 
of its Primary Registration Districts : thus in Scotland 2:45 per cent. of the 
husbands and 10°68 per cent. of the wives were under 20 years of age at 
marriage, ratios exceeded in the case of both in the Principal Town Districts”

_ During the year 28,371 bachelors espoused spinsters, 761 bachelors 
united with widows, 2153 widowers married spinsters, and 819 widowers 

did likewise with widows; or 88°35 in every hundred of the marriages 

were between bachelors and spinsters, 2°37 between bachelors and widows, 

670 between widowers and spinsters, and 2°55 between widowers and 
widows. 

_ From Table XVIII. an indication may be obtained as to the amount of 
elementary education possessed by those who married during the year, 
imasmuch as the proportions of husbands and wives who signed their 
“Inarriage register, or who in lieu thereof made use of mark, is given for 
Scotland and the different districts, divisions, and counties, which, when 
compared with similar Tables for former years, shows a steady and decided 
‘improvement. During the year under review, 9818 per cent. of the men 
who married and 96:99 per cent. of the women who married wrote their 
names on the register, leaving 1:82 per cent. of the former and 3:01 per 
cent. of the latter who made use of their mark instead. Those ratios vary in 
_the different groups of districts, there being in the Principal Town Districts 
197 per cent. of the husbands who used mark, 3:29 per cent. of the wives 
‘doing likewise; in the Large Town Districts the corresponding proportions 
are 2-02 per cent. and 2°80 per cent.; in the Small Town Districts they are 
162 per cent. and 2°62 per cent.; in the Mainland-Rural Districts they are 
105 per cent. and 1:21 per cent.; and in the Insular-Rural Districts 6°60 
per cent. of the bridegrooms and 21°76 per cent. of the brides were 
apparently unable to write their names. 

In ten of the counties the husbands made use of mark in greater propor- 
tion than was the case for all Scotland, the wives in eight counties doing 
‘the same. The counties in which the former fail are Sutherland, Ross and 
Cromarty, Inverness, Stirling, Dumbarton, Argyll, Bute, Renfrew, Lanark, 
and Peebles; those in which the latter fail are Shetland, Sutherland, Ross 
and Cromarty, Inverness, Dumbarton, Argyll, Renfrew, and Lanark. In 
Kinross, Selkirk, and Kirkcudbright the whole of both brides and bride- 
grooms signed their names, the former in Orkney and Nairn and the latter 
im Clackmannan doing the same. In the two lower lines of the Table the 
cities of Edinburgh and Glasgow are compared in the same way. In the 
former, 99-42 per cent. of the men and 99:28 per cent. of the women wrote, 
leaving 0°58 per cent. of the first and 0:72 per cent. of the second to use 
mark ; and in Glasgow the corresponding rates are 97:14 per cent. and 2°86 
per cent. for the men, and 95:07 per cent. and 4:93 per cent. for the women.

The marriage rate per ten thousand of estimated population in the 
undernoted European States during 1898 is as follows :—70 in Norway and 
in Italy, 73 in the Netherlands, 75 in France, 76 in Denmark, 79 in 
Austria, 80 in Switzerland, 83 in Hungary and in Belgium, and 85 in the 
German Empire and in Prussia. 
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During the year 1898 there were 78,397 deaths registered through 
Scotland, which gives a mortality rate of 184 in every ten thousand of the — 
population as estimated, or one death in every 54 of the inhabitants.

- To Old Age 3980 deaths are ascribed, affording a mortality rate of 94 
in every hundred thousand of the population, and equivalent to 5°12 per 
cent. of the total deaths—males 1533, females 2447. Between the ages of 


95 and 100 years 45 men and 84 women succumbed, while two of the 


former sex and 10 of the latter had attained the age of 100 years or over it.

Table XXXIXa. shows the methods by which Suicide was accomplished 
in Scotland and in its groups of Districts, its Counties, and Principal Towns. 
Thus, of the 262 suicides, 6 males and 1 female effected their purpose on 
railways; 22 males and 1 female shot themselves; 44 males and 11 
females cut or stabbed themselves to death; 9 males and 5 females 
threw themselves from a height; 46 males and 20 females drowned them- 
selves; 54 males and 22 females hanged themselves; 17 males and 3 
females took poison; and 1 female ended her life in some way not specifi- 
cally mentioned.

WEATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON THE as & 
MORTALITY. * 







The following remarks on the weather of the year are the Notes madé 
by Dr. Buchan, under the direction of the Council of the Scottish Meteoro-— 
logical Society, which appear in the Registrar-General’s Quarterly 
Reports :— | 

The weather of January was characterised by a very high barometric 
pressure, accompanied with an unusually low monthly range; a mean 
temperature higher than any hitherto recorded for January, with nearly the 
average daily range of temperature; a very low mean humidity, the only 
lower mean being 79 in 1895; a rather small rainfall, falling on one day 
fewer than usual; and seven days excess above the average of S.W. 
winds and blowing with a force considerably above the average. 
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The mean barometric pressure was 30°078 inches, being 0°298 inch above 
the average. Pressure was relatively much greater in the south than 
in the north, and a little greater in the west than in the east, resulting 
in an extraordinary prevalence of very strong west-south-westerly 
winds. In Wigtownshire the excess of pressure was 0°330 inch, 
whereas at North Unst it was only 0:143 inch. The mean tempera- 
ture was 42°°9, or 5°8 above the average, the excess being equally 
distributed between the days and the nights. The next highest 
“mean January temperature since 1856 was 41°2 in 1882, or 1°7 
lower than last January. For Hdinburgh the mean was 44°°6, the next 
_ highest there for the past 184 years being 48°8 in 1796, 42°1 in 1846, and 
 42°0 in 1882. This excess of temperature was decidedly greater at 
- southern than at northern stations, and also at inland than at coast stations. 
_ The absolutely highest temperature was 60°-0, on the 19th, at Gordon Castle, 
_ and the lowest, 21°°5, on the 5th, at Dalnaspidal. These are unusually high 
a and minimum temperatures for the month; indeed as regards 
pthe minimum of 22° no higher minimum temperature for all Scotland has 
_ been previously recorded. Another notable feature of the temperature 
ig that at fourteen of the stations it did not fall below freezing. The 
mean rainfall was 3°14 inches, or 20 per cent. under the average 
_ Its distribution over Scotland was extremely unequal. Thus everywhere 
south of the Grampians it was under the average, the amounts collected 
_ over large breadths varying from one-half to one-fourth part of the average. 
_ On the other hand the amounts were above the average on the south shore 
of the Moray Firth, along the Caledonian Canal from Inverness to Loch 
_ Linnhe, and in Orkney and Shetland, the great excess above the average 
_ being 100 per cent. at Deerness and 50 per cent. at Fort-William and Fort- 
_ Augustus. Atthe Ben Nevis Observatory 27:08 inches of rain fell, and the 
daily amounts twelve times exceeded an inch. 

‘The weather in February was characterised by a very low mean barometric 
pressure, with a low monthly range ; a mean temperature very little under 
_ the average, with a mean daily range nearly a degree above the average ; 
_ an unusually low humidity, there having been previously only one lower, viz., 
_ 77 in 1895; a mean rainfall above the average, falling on three days more 
_ than the average ; a very great excess of westerly winds, south-west being 
_ one day, west four days, and north-west two days in excess of the average ; 
_ blowing with a mean strength greater than any previously recorded in 
_ February. The mean barometric pressure was 29°717 inches, or 0°136 
_ inch under the average. It was 0°037 inch under the average at the Mull 
_ of Galloway, and 0°310 inch at North Unst; 0:073 inch at Skerryvore, and 
_ 0-161 inch at the Isle of May, being thus much more than the average 

in the north than in the south, and in the east than in the west. Hence 
_ very steep mean gradients were formed for very strong westerly winds. 
_ The mean temperature was 38°2, or 0°2 under the average, the days 
_ being 0°2 above and the nights 0°5 below the average. Its distribution 
_ Was very unequal. It was under the average to the north of a line drawn 
from Skerryvore through Glencarron to Kinnaird Head, and thence at all 
Strictly coast stations southward to the Tweed, the deficiency being, in 

- general, about a degree. In all other parts of Scotland, temperature was 
above the average, the greatest excess, about 1°5, being in the south- 

western counties. The absolutely highest was 59°0 on the Ist at Duns 

Castle, and 52°5 on the 24th at Braemar, the black-bulb being—1°0 at 
_ Braemar on the same day. The mean rainfall was 3°90 inches, 
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or 27 per cent. above the average. On the eastern side of the — 
watershed from Kinnaird Head to the Cheviots the rainfall was. 
under the average, the greatest deficiency, fully half the average, 
occurring from the South Esk in Forfarshire to the Tweed. Hvery-— 
where else in Scotland, except at a very few isolated stations, it was” 
above the average, and in many places in the north and west very largely 
so. Thus the percentages above the average were 175 at Stromness, 1527 
at Barrahead, 146 at Kirkwall, and more than double the average at 
Deerness, Thurso, Fearn, Fort-Agustus, and Turnberry Castle. At several” 
stations the absolute amounts were very large, being 15°22 inches at 
Glenquoich, more than 10 inches at Lochbuie, Fort-Wilham, and Glen- 
carron ; whilst at the Ben Nevis Observatory 30°09 inches were collected. 
At western stations the only generally fair days were from the 21st to the- 
24th, but at eastern stations, the number of rainless days was considerable. © 

The weather of March was characterised by a barometric pressure a little - 
above the average, with a very low monthly range; a mean temperature 
very nearly the average, with a range considerably above it; a very low 
mean humidity ; a mean rainfall somewhat less than the average, falling” 
on one day more than the average ; and a greater prevalence of northerly 
winds. The mean barometric pressure was 29°890 inches, being 0-064 inch” 
above the average. ‘The excess was greater at western and southern than” 
at’ eastern and northern stations, resulting in a greater northing in the 
winds and a drier and clearer atmosphere. The mean temperature was 
30°°6 or 0°2 above the average, the days being 0°°6 above, but the nights 0°2" 
under the average. To the north of a line trom Wick to Stornoway, and 
to the south of a line from Ayr to Berwick, temperature was under the 
average—very slightly in the north, but in the south nearly a degree. But 
in the intermediate districts, which included nearly the whole of Scotland, 
temperature was above the average, the excess over considerable districts” 
being fully a degree. The times of lowest temperature were the first week 
and the last week of the month. The absolutely highest temperature was 
61°0 on the 17th at Peterhead, and the lowest 8°-5 on the 8th at Braemar. 
The mean rainfall was 2°27 inches, or 19 per-cent. under the average. The 
rainfall was under the average to the south of a line from Ardnamurchan 
to Kinnaird Head, but above it to the north of the same line, or over that 
part of Scotland most open to the northerly winds which prevailed. Over 
districts in the north-west the excess was above 50 per cent.; whereas over 
wide areas south of the Grampians the amounts collected generally were 
only from one-fourth to one-half the average. Heavy rains fell in the west 
Highlands from the 16th to the 18th, the amounts on these three days 
being 4°45 inches at Glencarron, 3°81 inches at Fort-William, and 3°95 
inches at Corran. On the 18th, 6:09 inches fell at the Ben Nevis 
Observatory. The brilliant aurora of the 15th was very widely observed. 

The weather of April was characterised by a rather low barometri¢ 
pressure, with a particularly low monthly range ; a high mean temperature, 
with a singularly small mean daily range; an average humidity; a mean rain- 
fall greater than has been recorded in April since 1872, falling on five days 
in excess of the average; and seven days excess of winds from 8.E.,S., 8.W., 
and W., blowing with a force much in excess of the average. The mean 
barometric pressure was 29-798 inches, or 0°095 inch under the average. 
The diminution of pressure from the average was much greater at western 
than at eastern stations. Thus it was 0:071 inch at Peterhead, whereas at 
Monach Lighthouse it amounted to 0°157 inch, a geographical distribution 
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which fully accounts for the extraordinary prevalence of southerly winds 
and high temperature noted above. The mean temperature was 45°°6, or 
_1°5 above the average, the days being 0°°8 and the nights 2°3 in excess. 
Thus the high temperature was principally occasioned not by any excess 
of sunshine, which was 48 hours under the average, but by the unwonted 
prevalence of winds from the warm south. The mean temperature but 
slightly exceeded the average at coast stations from the Firth of Tay to 
_ Kinnaird Head and in Shetland; whereas on the west side of the watershed 
_ and over the outlying Hebrides, temperature was from 2°:0 to 8°°0 above 
_theaverage. The absolutely highest temperature was 70°0 on the 22nd, 
at Aberlour, and the lowest, 19°:0; on the 5th, at Stobo. The mean rainfall 
_ was 3°61 inches, or 68 per cent. above the average. The rainfall was 
distributed over the country with very great irregularity. In compara- 
tively restricted districts in Mid-Lothian, Galloway, and in the counties of 
_ Ayr, Inverness, and Elgin, it was under the average, the amounts at 
_ Ardwell and Inverness being respectively 40 and 33 per cent. under the 
average. On the other hand, the amount was well-nigh unprecedentedly 
_ large at the eastern stations situated between the lower reaches of the Tay 
‘and the Don, the excess above their averages being 200 per cent. at 
_ Lednathie, 220 per cent. at Montrose Asylum, and 308 per cent. at 
_ Johnstone Lodge, near Laurencekirk. This torrential rainfall, which was 
limited to the last four days of the month, fell with strong east-south- 
easterly winds. On these four days there fell at- Johnstone Lodge 6°47 
_ inches. 
_ The weather of May was characterised by a rather low barometer, with 
one of the highest monthly ranges yet recorded for May; a mean 
_ temperature 1°°3 under the average, with a mean daily range slightly under 
_ the average ; a mean humidity nearly the average; a mean rainfall a little 
_ above the average, falling on two days more than the average; and five days 
_ excess of northerly and westerly winds. ‘The mean barometric pressure was 
—29°830 inches, or 0°103 inch less than the average. Pressure was much 
more below the average at eastern and northern than at western and 
southern stations, the amount being 0°124 inch at Duns and 0°127 at 
North Unst, as compared with 0:088 inch at Dumfries and 0:066 inch at 
_Monach. Gradients were thus formed for the great excess of north-westerly 
_ wind which prevailed. The mean temperature was 47°°7, or 1°3 less than 
the average, the difference being nearly equally partitioned between the 
days and the nights. In the south-west, from the coast of Ayrshire to Skye, 
the mean temperature was nearly the average, but in the north and east 
and inland situations it was fully two degrees under the average at many 
- places, the greatest deficiency being in the eastern parts of Inverness-shire 
and in the counties of Berwick, Roxburgh, and Peebles. The absolutely 
highest temperature was 74°°0 on the 21st at Roshven, and the lowest, 
22°°0, on the 14th at Stobo. The mean rainfall was 2°62 inches, or 15 
per cent. above the average. Its distribution among the stations was 
extremely irregular, being under the average in the counties of Berwick, 
Fife, the inland districts of Galloway, Lower Clydesdale, Western Perth- 
shire, and the south of Inverness-shire. Elsewhere it was above the average. 
The greatest excess, fully double the average, was at Kirkwall, Deerness, 
Thurso, Dunrobin, Tarbetness, and Perth ; and over large breadths border- 
ing the Moray Firth, over the Outer Hebrides, south of Argyll, and in the 
counties of Ayr and Wigtown, the excess amounted to half the average. 
Comparatively little rain fell from the 6th to the 9th, and from the 18th to 
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the 27th. The hours of sunshine numbered 175, being only 12 hours short 
of the average. - 

The weather of June was characterised by a mean barometric pressure 
very little under the average, with a rather large monthly range; a mean 
temperature about half a degree under the average, with a mean daily range 
the average; the average mean humidity; a mean rainfall a little under 
average, falling on one day more than the average ; and the direction of the 
wind closely approximate to the average. The mean barometric pressure 
was 29:°927 inches, or 0:014 inch under the average, and the distribution 
of the pressure over the country was normal. ‘The mean temperature 
was 54°4, or 0°4 under the average, this small deficiency being equally 
distributed between the days and the nights. Temperature was from 
half a degree to fully a degree under the average to the east of a 
line drawn from Kelso through Dundee to Aberlour, and to the 
north of a line drawn from this point through Inverness to North Unst. 
Over the rest of Scotland it exceeded the average, the excess at the more 
strictly inland stations rising to a degree. The absolutely highest tempera- 
ture was 80°90 on the 17th at Smeaton, and the lowest, 31°-0, on the 4th at 
Dalnaspidal. The mean rainfall was 2°32 inches, or 7 per cent. less than the 
average. Its distribution over Scotland was very irregular, being above the 
average in Shetland, Orkney, shores of the Pentland Firth, Outer Hebrides, 
the north-west of Argyll, and south-west of Ayrshire; but elsewhere it was 
under the average. The deficiency was about 50 per cent. over a wide 
district bounded on the west by a line drawn from Dundee through 
Kingussie to Cromarty. On the other hand, the greatest rainfall generally — 
was in the Outer Hebrides, where it amounted to 58 per cent. at Monach. ~ 
Very little rain fell from the 8th to the 16th, and from the 27th to the end 
of the month. The month was remarkable for a singular absence _ 










heavy daily falls. Thunder is reported from 24 stations, giving an average 
of two for each station. - 
The weather of July was characterised by a mean barometric pressure — 
very greatly in excess of the average, with a monthly range under it; a 
mean temperature a little less than the average, with a mean daily range — 
very greatly above the average, having been in previous years exceeded only ~ 
in 1868 and 1885, the range in these years being respectively 18°2 and 
17°5; a mean humidity extraordinarily low, never having been observed — 
lower during the past 43 years; a small rainfall, being less than half the 
average, falling only on 10 days, or five days fewer than the average; and a — 
large excess of N.W. and N. winds. The mean barometric pressure was 
30°055 inches, or 0:180 inch above the average, being one of the highest — 
July means hitherto recorded. The excess was greatest in the south-west of 
the country, where it was 0-230 inch, and least in the north-east, where it 
was only 0-100 inch. This distribution of the pressure gave the excess of 
northerly winds which prevailed, bringing in their train a drier atmosphere, 
more sunshine, a temperature rather under the average, and a rainfall much — 
less than the average both as regards amount and frequency. The mean 
temperature was 56"5, or 0°°6 under the average, the days being 0°4 above — 
and the nights 1°8 under it, the relatively higher temperature of the days — 
being occasioned by the greater sunshine, and the lower temperature of the 
nights by the northerly winds together with the drier state of the air. In 
the extreme north the temperature was generally 2°0 and in the extreme 
south 1°0 under the average; whereas it was nearly half a degree above the 
average over the intermediate district bounded on the north by a line ~ 
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drawn from Corran to Aberdeen and on the south by a line from Rothesay 
to North Berwick. The absolntely highest temperature was 83°:0 on the 
15th at Smeaton, and the lowest 32°:0 on the 30th at North Esk Reservoir. 
The mean rainfall was 1:52 inch, or 52 per cent. under the average. This 
is one of the smallest rainfalls hitherto recorded for July, smaller amounts 
having been observed only in 18638, 1868, and 1878. In Orkney the average 
of the month was slightly exceeded, but over all other parts of the country 
‘it was under the average, the fall being less than a fourth part of the average 
over wide districts. The greater part of the rain fell from the 2nd to the 
6th, 16th to the 18th, and 27th to the end of the month. Strong winds 
‘and storms were of rare occurrence, but the frequency of fog, chiefly in the 
west and north, was a marked feature of the meteorology of the month. 
The weather of August was characterised by a mean barometric pressure 
a little higher than the average, with a monthly range slightly under the 
average; a mean temperature a little less than a degree above the average, 
with a mean daily range also a little above the average ; a mean humidity 
less than the average; a mean rainfall a good deal above the average, falling 
on two days more than the average; the direction showed two days excess 
of west wind, the strength of the wind being nearly the average. The mean 
barometric pressure was 29°881 inches, or 0:030 inch above the average, 
with a range slightly less. The pressure was relatively higher at southern 
and eastern stations than at stations in the south and west, resulting in an 
excess of westerly winds. The mean temperature was 57°°3, or 0°7 above 
the average, the days being 1°1 and the nights 0°3 in excess. The 
greatest excess, about 1°°5, occurred in south-western districts, and the least 
in strictly inland situations. The excess was in most cases less at inland 
‘stations than near thecoast. The absolutely highest temperature was 83°:0 
on the 12th at Smeaton; and the lowest 32°°3 on the 25th at Braemar. 
The mean rainfall was 4°36 inches, or 20 per cent. above the average. The 
amount was very irregularly distributed among the stations. It was under 
the average to the east of a line drawn from Dunrobin to Fort-Augustus, 
Kingussie, Braemar, and Oupar, and in the counties of Berwick, Peebles, 
and Selkirk. The greatest deficiency, amounting to about one-third of the 
average, occurred at coast stations in the east. Everywhere else over the 
country the rainfall exceeded the average, that is at all places open to the 
westerly winds. The general excess varied from a fourth to half the 
average. ‘lhe heaviest rains occurred during the first fortnight and last six 
days of the month, snd from the 12th to the end of the month thunder- 
storms with accompanying heavy showers were of rather frequent 
occurrence. 
_ The weather of September was characterised by a mean barometric pressure 
very much above the average, with an exceedingly small monthly range; a 
mean temperature unusually high, having been previously exceeded only 
by the warm Septembers of 1865, 1890, and 1895, accompanied with a mean 
daily range unusually large; a mean humidity only very slightly under the 
average; a mean rainfall very little above the average, falling on one 
day fewer than the average; four days excess of south-westerly winds. 
The mean barometric pressure was 29-976 inches, or 0°182 inch in excess 
of the average, the excess being rather greater in the south and the east 
than in the north and west. Hence the greater prevalence of south- 
westerly winds. The type of the weather was strongly anticyclonic, 
and as in such cases barometric pressure exceeded the average in a 
greater degree at inland than at coast stations. The mean temperature 
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was 56°0, or 8°2 above the average, the days being 4°2 and the 
nights 2° ‘2 in excess. Thus the abnormally high temperature was 
mainly occasioned by the dry atmosphere, clear skies, and strong 
sunshine of the prevailing anticyclones. ‘The excess of temperature was” 
greatest at inland and eastern stations from Sunderland to the Cheviots, 
the excess varying from 3°2 to 4°°3. On the other hand, it was only 10° 
in Shetland and little more than 2°:0 over the west coast from Cape Wrath 
to the Solway. The warmest week was that ending on the 10th, when the 
excess above the averages at the inland stations Marchmont, Braemar, 
Kingussie, and Lairg was 11°0, while for the same week it was only 
4°-4; at Sumburgh Head. But at these inland stations the mean 
temperature for the last ten days of the month was 16°0 lower than 
for the week ending the 10th. The absolutely highest temperature - 
86°2 on the 5th at Lairg, and the lowest 26%0 on the 20th at Stobo. 
The above maximum is the highest ne recorded in Septem

mean rainfall a little above the average, falling on the average number of days; 
and an unusual prevalence of easterly winds and deficiency of westerly winds. 
The mean barometric pressure was 29°804 inehes, being close to the 
average. ‘The distribution of pressure over the country was very unusual, 
being above the average 0-093 inch at North Unst, and 0:030 inch at 
Aberdeen, but under it 0:007 inch at Stornoway, and 0:022 inch at 
Pinmore; and, with such a distribution of pressure, an unwonted pre- 
dominance of easterly wind prevailed. The mean temperature was 50%1, 
or 3°°7 above the average, and moreover the highest mean temperature 
yet recorded by the Scottish Meteorological Society for any October. The 
days were 3°4 and the nights 39 above the average. The excess of 
temperature was singularly uniform in all districts, being only a little 
higher at inland as compared with coast stations. The excess, however, 
was rather less in Orkney and Shetland, being at North Unst only 
20. With the exception of the 12th, 15th to the 18th, 80th and 31st, 
temperature may be regarded as having been phenomenally high for the 
time of the year.

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was continued, but during the last ten days of the month temperatures 
were much lower. ‘The mean rainfall was 5°05 inches, or 32 per cent. 
above the average. ‘This is rather a large mean rainfall for November. In 
a few detached districts in the counties of Shetland, Ross, Inverness, 
Argyll, Aberdeen. and in Galloway, the rainfall was under the average, but 
the deficiency anywhere scarcely exceeded 30 per cent. Everywhere else 
the rainfall exceeded the average, there being about 90 per cent. of excess 
at Stornoway, Thurso, Cupar, North Esk Reservoir, and Stobo Castle. On 
the first four days of the month strong westerly winds prevailed, accom- 
panied with very heavy rainfalls, the amounts for these four days exceeding 
five inches at a good many places. The rains from the 23rd to the 25th 
were also very heavy. Snow frequently fell from the 21st to the 29th. 

_ The weather of December was characterised by a mean barometric 
pressure somewhat less than the average, with a monthly range considerably 
above it; a mean temperature higher than any recorded since December 
1857, which was 2°4 higher; a mean daily range considerably above the 
average; an exceedingly ‘low mean humidity, no lower having previously 
occurred, except in 1874; a mean rainfall phenomenal both as regards 
amount and manner of distribution among the stations; and an extra- 
ordinary predominance of west-south-westerly winds, blowing with a mean 
force only exceeded by the December of 1892. The mean temperature was 
42°°6, or 4°°8 above the average, the days being 5°3 and the nights 4°2 in

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Table XLI. indicates in a general manner how the mortality is heaviest 
during or immediately after the colder and more inclement months of the 
year and least so during the warmer, inasmuch as 9:95 per cent. of the 
deaths were registered during March, 9°24 per cent. during April, 8°90 per 
cent. during May, 8°30 per cent. during January, 8°31 per cent. during 
December, 8°13 per cent. during August, 8°09 per cent. during October, 7°99 
per cent. during June, 7°98 per cent. during September, 7°86 per cent. 
‘during November, 7°61 per cent. during February, and 7°55 per cent. during 
July. 

Table XLII. shows the connection between certain atmospheric pheno- 
mena and the mortality from some diseases as occurring in eight of the 
Principal Towns of Scotland. Miasmatics caused their largest number of 
deaths during the months of April, May, June, and July, to be accounted 
for by the prevalence of Measles and Hooping Cough during the same period 
and the mortality from those being then at its greatest. Small-pox caused 
but one death in these towns during the year. From Scarlet Fever 40 
deaths were registered during January and 46 during December, the 
smallest number—viz., 25—during June and September. Diphtheria as a 
cause of death is most in evidence during the early and late months, the 
Opposite occurring during May, June, and July; and Fevers bulk most 
largely during the months of September, October, November, and 
December. | 
_ Diarrhceal affections are, as usual], registered as causes of mortality most 
markedly during the months of late summer and of autumn—July, August, 
September, and October. 

Phthisis claims a heavy toll of the population during each month, but 
a larger number of deaths is registered during the first than during the 
second six months of this year. 

The more acute diseases of the Respiratory Organs, as Bronchitis and 
Pneumonia are especially influenced by climatic conditions, the result being 
that the greatest mortality from those occurred during the early and late 
months of the year, the largest number of deaths being registered during
